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CREDIT MEN'S BUREAU 
ANSWERS CRITICISM 


Efforts to Adjust Affairs of 
Steiner Top and Plywood 
Co, Explained. 


The Adjustment Bureau of the 
St. Louls Association of Credit Men 
"day made public an additional 
letter in the bankruptcy case in 
which Referee in Bankruptcy Coles 
recently ‘administered a sharp re- 
buke to the bureau. 

Referee Coles offered his criti- 
cism of the bureau’s methods in a 
hearing June 29 last on the bank- 
ruptcy case of the Steiner Top and 
Plywood Co., 129 East Fillmore 
street. On March 30 the bureau 
wrote a letter to creditors of the 
concern declaring that the Steiner 
company was solvent and asking 
creditors to send to the bureau an 
itemized statement of their ac- 
counts. r 

Letter toOreditors. 
The letter follows: 


“In re Steiner Top and Plywood 
Co., 129 East Fillmore street, St. 


Louis, Mo. 

“The above concern has been in 
touch with this office for about a 
week, explaining this situation to 
us, and we in turn trying to got 
people to refinance them. On pa- 
per, their assets are in the neigh- 
borhood of $100,000, their HMabili- 
ties about $44,000. This $44,000 
includes a $15,000 deed of trust on 
all their properties. 
“This company, if given time, say 
60 to 90 days, to liquidate its prop- 
erties, will bring, no doubt, 100 
cents on the dollar to the creditors, 
if any fair value is realized. On the 
other hand, if bankruptcy petition 
is filed, there is no question that 
there will be a damage suit filed 
against the parties filing the peti- 
tion, as there is no question in any- 
one’s mind that this company can 
show solvency. 

‘“‘We are bending every effort to 
see that creditors get 100 cents on 
a dollar, and with that in mind, we 


jask that you send us an itemized 


statement of your account. We will 
protect your interests. in every way 
possible, and will give you complete 
reports on this matter from time to 
time so that you are in close touch 
with the situation. 
No Oharge for Collections, 

“We believe by creditors co-op- 
erating in this matter, 100 cents 
can be realized, and in order that

“We are making no charge for

Later Action of Company. 

Despite the bureau’s claim that 
the company was solvent a volun- 
tary petition in bankruptcy was 
filed by the company. nD. a 
Henske, whose initials appear on 
the letter claiming solvency for the 
company filed the petition alleging 
insolvency, in his capacity as at- 
torney for the bankrupt company. 
In the hearing on June 29 Judge 
Coles declared that the Adjust- 
ment Bureau had resorted to inti- 
midation in obtaining the claims 
of credftors of the concern and 
cited the clause in the letter of 
March 30, intimating that a dam- 
age suit would follow filing of a 
bankruptcy action. 
“This is the worst example of a 
method of obtaining creditors’ 
claims that has been called to my 
attention during my long service 


Coles said after reading the letter. 
The referet's remark followed 
the nomination by Henske, repre- 
senting the creditors’ majority of 
Orville Livingston, mnaager of the 
adjustment bureau. He proposed 
Livingston as trustee of the bank- 
rupt concern.

“An involuntary petition in 
bankruptcy was filed this date 
against the above company, for the 
reason that several creditors, not

suit and one of them attached some 
of the property, and by this meth- 
od the creditors who would not 
wait would be preferred over the 
rest of them. It is deemed itnadvis- 
able to let any one creditor get 
more than any other creditor, with 
the result that the involuntary pe- 
tition in bankruptcy was filed. 

“We have heretofore agreed to 
handle your claim without charge, 
and we will continue to do so, 
through bankruptcy. We are in- 
closing herewith a proof of debt 
and power of attorney form. which 
we ask that you please sign in two 
places and return to us with an 
itemized statement of your account, 
or together with your original note 
if your claim is in the form of a 
note. 

‘We believe by careful handling 
of this matter that the creditors 
will get 100 cents on a 4Gollar. 
Please let us have your co-opera- 
tion in this matter at once by let- 
ting us have the proof of debt and 
power of attorney form properly 
signed, together with itemized 
statement or note. 

“There will be no charge for our 
services in this matter, Please 
give this your immediate attention. 

“P. 8.—If you have already sent 
us an itemized statemént or note, 
it will not be necessary to forward 
some at this time.”

St. Loulsans would unhesitatingly 
say that their city’s largest indus- 
try was the manufacture of shoes. 
YePa census of the Department of 
Commerce, statistics of which were 
made public. today, show that, in 
1923, the value of automobiles 
turned out in St. Louls was more 
than double the value of shoes 
made. 

However, the manufacture of 
shoes continued to employ more 
St. Louis workers than any other 
industry and to provide the city’s 
largest industrial payroll. 

The department's figures, form- 
ing perhaps the only authentic 
census of St. Louis industry, are 
comparative with the last census, 
which was 1921. The increase 
shown by the automobile industry 
was greater than any other in that 
period--more than trebling—from 
$37,800,000 to $107,500,000. The 
number of workers in the industry 
is shown to be 3043 and the amount 
of their pey $4,570,785. 

The output of te shoe industry 
was $51,930,780; 
workers, 11,686, and the amount 
of their pay, $12,860,899. However,

WASHINGTON, July 9.—The 
postal rates initiated in connection 
with the postal salary increase law 
are forcing a big deficit in postal 
revenues. 


The new rates and the increased 
pay, Postmaster-General New said 
yesterday, will cause an approxi- 
mate deficit of $40,000,000 for the 
fiscal year 1925. In 1924 the deficit 
was $24,500,000. 

Announcement of the new deficit 
is made in connection with iIn- 
creased revenues for June of this 
year, as compared with June of last 


‘year, although it is pointed out that 


June of last year was an exception- 
ally bad year from a revenue point 
of view. Accordingly, the increased 
rates for June of this year are not 
convincing. 

The new rates established when 
the postal salaryincrease law went 
into effect, jmstead of increasing 
revenues, appear to be diminishing 
them. When the rates were in- 
‘Stalled it was expected something 
like $50,000,006 of additional rev- 
enue would be realized. While the 
Postoffice Department is not ready 
to approximate the total effect the 
new rates will have, it is clear they 
are diminishing business. Large 
‘mail users have complained the 
inew rates make it impossible for

falling off in revenue.

THE ISSUE AT DAYTON 

William J. Bryan, speaking of thé Scopes trial at 
|Dayton, Tenn., said that it is “a duel to the death 
between science and religion.” Never was the folly 


ligious intolerance, more strikingly manifested than 
in this remark. al 

If all religion were bound up in the particular 
brand of religion that Mr. Bryan speaks of and its 
fate hung upon the success of Mr. Bryan’s efforts to 
embody it in the laws as the established religion, and 
to forbid the teaching of anything not in complete 
accord with his interpretation of the Old Testament, 
then a grave in the cemetery of the gods is yawning 
for religion. The Scopes trial would be a duel to the 
death. ; 

Fortunately, the fate of religion is not bound up 
with Mr. Bryan’s intolerant brand. The duel to be 
fought at Dayton is a duel not between science and 
religion but between religious intolerance and free- 
dom of thought and scientific research. We hope it 
will be a duel to the death of religious intolerance 
and the unrestricted power of majorities to dictate 
what people shall think and what shall be taught in 
the schools. 

From the journalistic standpoint we are not inter- 
ested in the debate between science and religion or in 
the proof of the evolutionary theory, or in the ques- 
tion whether religion depends upon the literal ac- 
ceptance of every word of scripture, or in the recon- 
ciliation of science and religion. We are interested 
solely in the question of whether or not the power 
of a majgrity in a state or in the nation shall be used 
arbitrarily to determine how far science shall go in 
its researches and in its teaching of the material 
laws of the universe, and. what the people shall be 
permitted to think on the subjects of either science 
or religion. We are interested in a decision of the 
question whether any religion shall be established 
by law, and whether any scripture reggrded as sacred 
by any part of the people shall be set up as the legal 
standard and test of the truth of scientific discovery 
This is what Mr. 
Bryan is trying to do through the Legislatures of 
Tennessee and other states. His campaign is an in- 
sidious and menacing attack on public rights’and the 
liberty of thought amd education. 

The defense will go far afield and be lost in a flood 
of debate if it turns an issue of liberty into a trial of 
either evolution or religion. 

We hold that liberty of thought, liberty of religious 
belief and worship is a fundamental principle of free 
constitutional government, guaranteed by both the 
Federal and state constitutions, and that to over- 
throw these guarantees is destructive of the rights 
and liberties of the people with regard to religious 
belief and scientific research and instruction. 

It is true, as Mr. Bryan says, that the people can 
change the Constitution. A persistent majority can 
wipe out the constitutional guarantees of rights and 
liberties. It can destroy freedom and set up a tyran- 
ny. This has been done. Powerful minorities, acting 
through paid lobbies and working upon the coward- 
ice and hypocrisy gof legislators and other public 
servants, have invaded constitutional rights and 
struck deadly blows at the rights of states and the 
When the people change the 
Constitution by wiping out guarantees of rights and 
liberties and setting up the tyranny of a majority, 
or of a minority, they will change the republic. They 
will change the whole character of the Government. 
They will destroy the structure of justice and free- 
dom which the fathers have set up. Demagogues and 
fanatics have gone far in this direction. 

The final question which the people must decide, 
and which is the vital question in the Scopes trial, 
is the wisdom of the policy which Mr. Bryan and his 
followers urge. -Do they want either religious or 


anteed rights, and tyranny for freedom? 
want all thought and action in science and education 
and religious beli¢f chained to the narrow opinions 
of bigots and fanatics? 

This is the issue at Dayton, and it is an issue that 
will not be settled there, but will be settled 4n the 
final judgment of the American people. What this 
judgment shall be will not be determined by shaved- 
neck statesmen in legislatures, or by the counsels of 
bigotry, but through the education and enlighten- 
ment of the people. The wave of intolerance now 
sweeping the country is only a temporary check in 
the progress of liberty and teleration which are the 
essentials of true democracy. 

The Scopes trial, with the discussion it has aroused, 
is working for the defeat of despotic bigotry. 
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Six hundred Federal prisoners are being sent to 
State institutions in Texas because of the crowded 
conditions at Leavenworth. Does this presage the 
choice of Texas, rather than Rhode Island, as the 
State to be converted into a penitentiary when Gen.

THE NEW POSTAL RATES. | 
Postmaster-General New announces, on the basis 
of June receipts, that the new postal rates are likely 
to fall $40,000,000 short of producing the $68,000,000 
needed to pay the postal salary increases granted by 
the last Congress. This forecast ought not to surprise 
anybody who will recall the muddling manner in 
which the new rates were conceived and placed on 
the statute books. | . 

Congress, to begin with, passed a bill providing for 
modest increases in the pay of postal clerks and car- 
riers. Nothing was said in it about higher postal 
rates. The bill was in answer to a justified demand 
and Kad large popular support. President Coelidge 
vetoed it on the last day of the session, when it was 
too late to get it repassed. . 

To save the face of the President it was necessary, 
when the next session rolled around, to see that the 
veto was sustained. This was accomplished, by the 
slimmest of margins, through the heroic efforts of 
Senator Curtis, the Republican leader. The feat was 
made possible by the introduction of an administra- 
tion measure, providing for both pay and rate in- 
creases, which gave wavering Senators an “alibi” for 
deserting the original bill. 

In its rate-making provisions the double-barreled 
measure was a crazy-quilt of schedules hastily thrown 
together to satisfy the demand of the President that 
the $68,000,000 of salary increases be offset by new 
revenue. There was no attempt on the part of the 
backers of the measure to devise a really scientific 
proposal based onan adequate study of the postoffice 
business. Expediency ruled, 

Senator Norris and others suggested that the pay 
increase be granted, as in the first bill, and the de- 
termination of rates be left to an expert commission. 
But this did not satisfy the requirements of the ad- 
ministration forces. It was imperative, in their opin- 
ion, to pass a bill completely in harmony with the 
“economy” program of the President. Had he no 
just been elected by 7,000,000 plurality, and did he not 
tiierefore speak the will of the people? It was un- 
thinkable, said the administrationists, that the Presi- 
dent should be “rebuked”’ in the first important act 
of Congress after the election. So they rushed the 
measure to completion and railroaded it through both 
houses. Many of its lip-supporters voted for it with 
tongue in cheek. t

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PLAYING MANAGERS. 

There are now nine playing managers in the two 

major leagues, the latest addition being “Rabbit” Ma- 
ranville of the Chicago Cubs. That Millionaire Wrig- 
ley who owns this team should select a player to di- 
rect it argues that he did so not from reasons of 
economy but because he is convinced that the player- 
manager system is better: The owners of our two 
St. Louis clubs seem to be similarly convinced. Not 
so long ago there were only three playing managers 
in the big leagues, and thus a definite trend toward 
‘the idea is obvious. 
_ In the choice between player and bench managers 
ithe psychological element is great. The advantage 
of a star like Hornsby over such a distinguished field 
gerferal as John McGraw fest on sudtleties. It is the 
difference between the officer who leads his men into 
battle and the strategist who sits in headquarters 
behind the lines. The player manager relies on 
deeds, not words, to inspire his team. He is usually 
the star of the nine and can do all he asks his mates 
to do. He is in the heat and dust of the conflict, and 
while he may at times lack the coolness of the bench 
manager in his dugout, he has a better “feel” of situ- 
ations. That counts in baseball. A team begins to 
crack before the spectators notice. A pitcher falters, 
a shortstop is rattled. The player manager detects 
the first squeak in the machine.

Men who used to be retired to the bench at 30 are 
leading their teams at 40.
